broken in many pieces, and were banging as

| but I underſtood that it was with the harp

Servant ſtandeth before his Lord 3 13 
ready to do bis Lords Will: The Lord look 1 
upon his Servant full lovely, and ſweetly, anat. 
meekly; he ſendeth him into a certain place too \ 
do his Will. The Servant not only he goeth, 
but ſuddenly he ſtarteth, and.runneth in great 
haſte for Love to do his Lords Will. And a. 
non he falleth in a * ſlade, and taketh full great 
ſorrow z and then he groneth, and moneth, 
and walloweth, and wrieth; but he may not 
riſe nor help himfelf by no manner of way.

And I beheld with aviſement, 
to wit, if I could perceive in him any default; or 
it the Lord ſhould allign him any manner of 
blame. And verily there was none ſeen ; for 
only his good will and his great deſire was the

Which day and time for to fee all the compa- 
ny of Heaven Jongeth and deſireth; and all

Which deſiring and longing was ſhewed in the 
Servant ſtanding before the Lord; or elſe 
thus, in the Son ſtanding before the Father in 
Adams Kirtle : For the longing and deſiring

long ſhall ] deſire it? Full truly }| wiſt the Son ſii e. aer 
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of all Mankind that ſhall be ſafe appeared 
Jeſu; for Feſs is in all that may be ſafe, — 
all that be ſaved is in 7eſa. And all of the 
Charity of God, with obedience, meekneſs, 
and patience, and vertues that * to us. 
Alſo in this marvellous Example, I have teach- 
ing within me, as it were the beginning of an 
A. B. C. whereby I may have ſome under- 
ſtanding of our Lords meaning: For the pri- 
vities of the Revelation be hid therein; not- 
withſtanding that all the 1 be full of 
privities. The fitting of the Father betoken⸗ 
eth the God head; that is to ſay, for ſhewing 
of Reſt and Peace: For in the God-bead may 
be no travel. And that he ſheweth himſelf ag 
Lord, betokeneth to our Manhood i The 
ſanding of the Servant betokeneth travel: 
and on the left fide betokeneth, that he was 
not all worthy to ſtand even right before the 
Lord, His ſtarting was the God- head, and 
the running was the Man- head; for the God- 
bead ſtart fro the Father into the Maidens 
Womb, falling into the taking of our kind. 
And in this falling he took great ſore: The 
ſore that he took was our fleſh, in which as 
ſoon as he took it, he had feeling of deadly 
Pains. By that he ſtood dreadful] before the 
Lord, and not even right, betokeneth that his 
cloathing was not honeſt to ſtand even right 
before the Lord; nor that might not, nor 
ſhould not be his Office, whiles he was a La- 
bourer; nor alſo he might not fit with the 
Lord 
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' Lud in reſt and peace, til he bad won his peace 
© rightfully with his bard travel. And by the left 
$ fide that the Father left his own Son wilfully in 


ſparing of him. By that his Kirtte was at the 
point to be ragged and rent; is underſtood 
the Roddes and Scourges,the Thornes and the 
Nails; the drawing and the dragging, bis 
tender fleſh renting, as I ſaw in ſonĩe part, the 
tender fleſh was rent from the head-pann, fal- 
ng on pieces, unto the time the bleeding fail- 
ed: And then it began to dry again, cleaving 
do the bone. And by the wallowing, an 
1 . groaning, and mourning, is under- 
ſtood that he might never riſe all mightily fro 
& that time that he was fallen into the Maidens 
Womb, till his body was flain and dead, he 
yielding the Soul into the Fathers hand, with 
all mankind for whom he was ſent. And at 
this point he began firſt to ſew his might: for 
ten be went into Hell, And when he was 
© there, then he raiſed up the great root out of 
the deep deepneſs, which rightfully was knit 
to him in high Heaven, The body lay in tlie 
Grave till Eaſter morrow; and fro that time 
be lay never more, for there was rightfully 
ended the wallowing, and the writhing, the 
geoaning, and the mourning. * And our foul 
deadly fleſh that Gods Son took upon him which 
was Adams old Kirtle, ſtrait, bare, and ſhort, 
then by our Saviour was made fair, new, 
White, and bright, and of endleſs cleannefs ;

of this encloſing, I ſaw and underſtood more 

And as 
Fancinſt our ſubſtance it may rightly be called 
our Soul: And aneinſt our ſenſuality it may 
;Frigbtly be called our Soul; and that is by the 
\Foning. that it bath in God. That worſhipful 
5 Giry that our Lord Feſ# ſiiteth in it is our ſen- 
| faality in which he is encloſed And our kindly 
© ſubſtance is becloſed in Feſ#, with the bleſſed

ud I faw full ſurely that it behooveth needs to 
be, chat we ſhould be in longing, and in Pe- 

F nance, into the time that we be led ſo deep in- 
% God ; that we verily and truly know our 
Town Soul. And ſurely I ſaw, that into this 
high deepneſs' our good Lord himſelf leadeth 
us in the ſame Love that he made us, and 
in the ſame Love he bought us by Mercy 
and Grace, through vertue of his bleſſed Paſ- 
fion 3 and notwithſtanding all this, we may 

F never come to the full knowing of God, til} 
we know firſt clearly our own Soul; for into 
the time that it is in the full mights, we may 
not be all holy; and that is, that our ſenſuali- 

ty by the vertue of Chriſts Paſſion, be brought 

up into the ſubſtance, with all the profits of our 
uibulation that our Lord ſhall make us to get 
by Mercy and Grace. I had in party touch- 
ing, and it is grounded in kind; that is to ſay, 
our reaſon is grounded in God, which is ſub- 
Gancially kindneſs.

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and to endleſs living, bleſſed mote he be. Thus 
he ſuſtained us within him, in Love and Tra- 
yel, into the full time that he would ſuffer the 
ſharpeſt Thornes, and grievous Pains that ever 
were, ot ever (hall be, and died at the laſt. 
And when he had done, and ſo borne us to 


Bliſs, yet might not all this * make aſſeeth ro “ie. 
his marvellous Love, And that he ſhewed in telle 
theſe 77 over. paſſing Words of Love; If 1 


might ſuffer more I would ſuffer more, He 
might no more die, but he would not ſtint 
working. Wherefore him behooveth to find 
us, for the dear worthy Love of Mother- 
hood hath made him debtor to us. The Mo- 
ther may give her Child to ſuck. her milk; but 
our precious Mother Jeu be may feed us with 
himſelf, and doth full courteouſly, and full 
tenderly with the Bleſſed Sacrament 3 that is 
precious food of very Life, and with all the 
ſweet Sacraments he fuſtaineth' us full merci- 
fully, and graciouſly. And ſo. meant he in 
theſe blefſed Words, where he ſaid, I it am 
that Holy Church preacheth thee, and teac heth 


tzhee; that is to ſay, all the Health and the Life 


of the Sacraments; all the Vertue and the 
Grace of my Word; all the goodneſs that is 
ordained in Holy Church to thee; I it n. 
The Mother may lay her Child tenderly to her 
Breaſt; but our tender Mother Jeſu he may 
homely lead us into his blefſed Breaſt by bis 
ſweet open fide, and ſhew us there in party of 
the God-head, and the joyes of Heaven, with

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Ghoſtly ſureneſs of endleſs bliſs. And that 
ſhewed he in the jutb. Revelation, 2 
ſame underſtanding in this ſweet Word, where 
he faith, Loe how I love thee ;- behold into his 
bleſſed fide enjoying.

And 
theſe two be the common chears which he ſhew- 
eth to us in this Life, therewith medling the 
third: And that is his bleſſed chear like in 
party as it ſhall: be in Heaven; and that is by 
gracious” touching of ſweet Lightoing — 
4 4 a holt- 
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3 Ghoſtly Life, whereby that we are kept in 
true Faith, Hope, and Charity with Contriti- 
on and Devotion, and alſo with Contemplati- 
on, and all manner of true joyes and ſweet 
Comforts. The bleſſedful of our Lord 
God worketh it in us by Grace. But now me 
behooveth to tell in what manner that I ſaw ſin 
deadly , in the Creatures which ſhould not 
die for fin, bur live in the joy of God without 
end. I ſaw that two contraries ſhould not be 
together in one ſteed. The moſt contrarious 
that are is the higheſt bliſs, and the deepeſt 

pain. The bigheſt bliſs that is, is to have 
God in clerity of endleſs Light, him vgrily ſee- 
peaceable 


irg, him ſweetly feeling, him all 


baving in fulhead of joy: And thus was the 
bleſſedful chear of our Lord God ſhewed in 
party. In which ſhewing I faw that ſin was 
the 'moſt cotitrary, ſo far forth that as lon 
as we be medled with any part of fin, we 
never ſee clearly the bleſſed chear of God. 
And the horriblier, and the grievouſer that 
our ſins be, the deeper are we for that time 
fro this bleſſed ſight. And therefore it ſeem- 
eth to us oftentimes as we were in peril of 
Death, and in a party of Hell, for the ſor- 
row and the pain that ſin is to us. And thus 
we are dead for the time fro the very ſight of 
our bleſſedful Life. But in all this I ſaw faith- 
ſully that we be not dead in the ſight of God, 
ne he paſſeth never from us; but he ſnall ne- 
© LO ver 
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ver have his full bleſs in us till we have our full 
bleſs in him, verily ſeeing his fair blefledful : 
chear,for we are ordained thereto in kind, and 
getten thereto by grace. Thus I ſaw how F 
lin is deadly for a ſhort time to the bleſſed 
Creatures of endleſs Life; and ever the more 
clearly that the Soul ſeeth the bliſsful chear | 
by grace of Loving, the more it longeth to 
ſee it in fulhead ; that is to lay, in bis own F 
Likeneſs : For notwithſtanding that our Lord 
God dwelleth now in us, and is here with | 
vi e. em- us, and * colleth us, and becloſeth us for 
braceth. tender Love that he may never leave us, and 
is more near to us than Tongue may tell. or 
Heart may think: Yet may we never ſtint f 
mourning, ne of weeping, nor of ſeeking, 
nor of Longing , till when we ſee him clear 
in his bleſſedful chear: For in that precious 
ſight there may no Woe abide, nor Weal 
fail. And in this I ſaw matter of Mirib, 
and matter of Mourning : Matter of Mirth | 
that our Lord our Maker is ſo near to us, and 
in us, and we in him by faithfulneſs of keep- 
ing of his great goodneſs. Matter of Mourn- 
ing for our Ghoſtly eye is ſo blind, and we

is ſo great, and ſo unmeaſurable, that if it were 4. 
given us to our joy and our comfort, all the 
F nobly that ever God made in Heaven and in * i e 0 
Earth, and we ſaw not the fair bleſſedful chear b'lexeſi. 
1 of himſelt, yet ſhould we never leave mourn- 
iog ne of Ghoſtly Weeping ; that is to lay, of 
1 2 Longing, till when we ſee verily the fair 
bdleſſedful chear of ow Maker. And if we were 
in all the pain that heart may think, or tongue 
may tell; and we might in that time ſee his 
bleſſedful chear, all this pain ſhould us not 
grieve. Thus is that bleſſedful ſight end of all 
manner of pain to Loving Souls, and fulfilling 
3 ofall manner of joy and bliſs.” And that ſnew- 
ed he inthe high marvellous Words where he 
*F faith, 7 i am that is bigheſt, Tit am that thox 
 loveſt; I it am that is all. It lougeth to us to 
dave three manner of knowings. The firft is, 
that we know our Lord God: The ſecond is, 
that we know our ſelf; what we are by him in 
kind and in grace: The third is, that we know 
meekly that our ſelf is againſt our ſin and a- 
gainſt our feebleneſs. And for theſe three was 
all this ſhewing made, as to my underſtanding; 
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The Lxxij. Chapter. 


At this bleſſed teaching of our Lord God 
was ſhewed by three parts; that is ro 
ſay, ww bodily fight, and by Word formed in 


my under ſtanding, and by Ghoſtly ſight. For 
the bodily febs I have ſaid as I faw ky as I 


can: And for the Words, I have ſaid them 
right as our Lord ſhewed them me: And for 
the Ghoſtly ſight, I have ſaid ſome deal, but I 
may never full tell it. And therefore of this 
Ghofily fight J am ſtirred to ſay more as God 
will give me grace. God ſhewed two manner 
of fickzeſs that we have: That one is unpati- 
ence, or ſlouth; for we bear our travel and 
our pain heavily. That other is deſpair or 
doubtful dreed, as I ſhall ſay after: Generally 
he ſhewed ſin wherein all is comprehended, 
but in ſpecial he ſhewed none but theſe two. 
And theſe two are it that moſt travelleth and 
troubleth us, as by that our Lord ſhewed me. 
Of which he will we be amended z I ſpeak of 
ſuch men and women. that for Gods Love hate 
fin, and diſpoſe them to do Gods Will : Then 
by our Ghoſtly blind-head and bodily heavi- 
neſs, we are moſt enclining to this. And 
therefore it is Gods will that they be known, 
and then ſhould we refuſe them, as we * 
ther 
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ther. fins. And for help agaioſt this, full 
meekly our Lord ſhewed the patience that he 
had in this hard Paſſion : And alſo the joy and 
the liking that he hath of that Paſſion for Love. 
And this he ſhewed in Example, that we 
ſhould gladly and eaſily bear our pains; for 
that is great pleaſing to him, and endleſs pro- 
fit to us. And the cauſe why we are travelled 
with them is for _— Love. Though 
the Three yn of the bleſſed Trinity be all 
4 evyen in the ſelf : The Soul took moſt under- 
ſtanding in Love; yea, and be will in all thing 
that we have our beholding and our enjoJing 

in Love, And of this knowing are we mo 

blind. For ſome of us believe that God is 


A mighty, and may do all; and that he is 


1 All wi{dem, and can do a: But that he is 
AN Love and will do al, there we fail. And 


this unknowing it is that moſt letreth Gods 


Lovers, as to my fight : For when we be- 
gin to hate fin, and amend us by the ordinance 
of Holy Church, yet there dwelleth a dread 
chat letteth us, by the beholding of our ſelf 


and of our (in afore done. And ſome of us 


for our every day fins, for we hold not our 
'F promiſe, nor keep our cleanneſs that our 
Lord ſetteth us in, but fall oft-times into ſo 
much wretchedneſs, that ſhame ir is to ſay it. 


And the beholding of this maketh us ſo ſorry, 
aud ſo heavy, that unneths we can ſee any com- 
fort.

patiently taken. The ſecond is dread of pain; 


fn : For man that is bar4 of ſleep of fin, he is

For right as by the courteſie of God he 
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whereby man is ſtirred and waked fro ſleep of ñ⁶ 
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this dread of pain, of bodily death and of 
Ghoſtly Enemies. And this dread ſtirreth us 
to ſeek Comfort and Mercy of God, And 
thus this dread helpeth us as an entry, 

ableth us to have contrition by the bliſſedful 
touching of the Holy Ghoſt. The third is 
doubtful dread :  Doxbrful dread is as much 
as it draweth to deſpair; God will have it 
turned in us into Love, by true knowing of 
Love; that is to ſay, that the bitrerneſs of 
doubts be turned into ſweetneſs of kind Love 
by grace; for it may never pleaſe our Lord 
that his Servants doubt in his goodneſs. The 
fourth is Reverent Dread; ſos there is no 
dread that fully pleafeth God in us, but reve- 
rent dread, and that is ſoft. For the more it 
is had, the leſs it is felt for ſweetneſs of Love. 
Love and Dread are Brethren, and they are 
rooted in us by the goodneſs of our Maker, 
and they ſhall never be taken from us without 
end. We have of kind to Love.and we have of 
grace to Love; and have we of kind to dread, 
and we have of grace to dread, It longeth to 
the Lordſhip, and to the Father · head to be 
dread, as it longeth to the goodneſs to be 
N Loved: and it longeth to us that are his Ser- 
Viuants and his Children to dread him for Lord- 
1 1055 and Father- head; as it longeth to us to 
| Love him for God- head. And though this 
| rTeverent Dread and Love be not both in one, 
but are two in property and in worxing, and 
| neither 
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neither of them may be had without other. 


And therefore 1 am ſure, he that Loveth he 
dreadeth, though he feel it but little. All 
dreads other than reverend dread that are 
proferred to us, though they come under 


colour of Holineſs ,. they are not ſo true. 


And hereby may they be known aſunder. 
That dread that maketh us haſtily to flee fro all 
that is not good, and fall into our Lords 
breaſt 3 as the Child into the Mothers arme, 
with all our intent, and with all our mind, 
knowing our feebleneſs and our great need, 
knowing his everlaſting Goodneſs and his 
bleſſed — only ſeeking into him for Salva- 
tion, cleaving to with faithful truſt: That 
dread that bringeth us into this Working, it is 
Kind and gracious, and good, and true. And 
all that iscontrarious to this, either it is —— 
or it is medled with wrong. Then is this the 
remedy to know them both, and refuſe the 
wrong : For the kind property of dread which 
we have in this Life by the gracious Working 
of the Holy Ghoſt, the ſame ſhall be in Hea- 
ven afore God, gentle, courteous, full ſweet, 
And thus we ſhall in Love be homely and near 
to God, And we in dread be gentle and cur- 
teous to God, and both in one manner like 
even. Defire we then of our Lord God 
fo dread him reverently, and Love him meek- 
ly, and to truſt in him mightily : For when 
we dread him reverently, and love him meckly, 
our 
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F ourtruſt is never in vain; for the more that 
we truſt, and the mightilier that we truſt, che 
more we pleaſe and worſhip our Lord that we 
truſt in.
